The single B-side "You'll Be Gone,"recorded at the 
POT LUCK Nashville sessions in 1962, is customarily added 
as a bonus song to the soundtrack.

Girl Happy opens nationwide in the US.

APRIL 24 
Somewhat remarkably, "Crying In The Chapel" charts on Billboard 
at #79 peaking at #3 and #1 in the US and UK respectively. 


OCTOBER 

RCA surprisingly releases another single from GIRL HAPPY 
—'Puppet On A String" combined with ‘Wooden Heart’ from 

G.I. BLUES, a song where RCA was heavily under recouped on 
publishing royalties, as it had to guarantee a million in sales in 
order to get the single released in the UK during 1960. “Puppet 
On A String goes to #14 and sells a respectable 500,000 copies in 


the US alone.
